Nixon 
Seen as 
Leader

WASHINGTON (AP) — Many 
influential Republicans across 
the country expect Richard M. 
Nixon to play a leading role in 
rebuilding the GOP for what 
most of them think will be a 
strong 1966 comeback. 
Nixon, the 1960 presidential 
n o m i n e e , and GOP Govs. 
George Romney of Michigan, 
William W. Scranton of Penn­ 
sylvania and Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller of New York were most 
frequently mentioned as pros­ 
pective leaders of this come­ 
back in an Associated Press 
survey. 
The survey, reaching GOP 
officials in all sections of the 
nation, disclosed little enthusi­ 
asm for another presidential 
race by defeated Sen. Barry 
Goldwater. There were many 
suggestions that he yield control 
of the party machinery as the 
result of the shattering impact 
of President Johnson's land­ 
slide. 
Nixon, who campaigned ac­ 
tively for Goldwater, was men­ 
tioned by Republicans from ail 
sections of the country as a man 
to be reckoned with in the next 
four years. 
Oklahoma 
State 
Chairman 
John W. Tyler, commented: "I 
think we're going to see an aw­ 
ful lot of Mr. Nixon real quick. I 
think he's the only man who can 
pull the party together." 
South Carolina State Chair­ 
man J. Drake Edens Jr. said 
Nixon "is the man you have to 
watch in the party." Robert L. 
Pierce, 
Wisconsin 
national 
committeeman, observed that 
"Nixon looks good," in party 
fortunes at this point. Wiscon­ 
sin 
State Chairman Talbot 
Peterson said he thinks the 
reins of national party con­ 
trol should be handed to some­ 
body like Nixon. 
"I heard more good things 
about Nixon this time and there 
are some who will never be 
convinced that things wouldn't 
have been different if he had 
been the nominee again," Pe­ 
terson said. 
Next to Nixon, Romney, who 
won re-election handily while 
Johnson was carrying Michi­ 
gan, was most often mentioned 
as the future party leader. 
The Republicans were almost 
unanimous in their belief that 
the GOP can recover from its 
massive defeat and make a 
strong showing in 1966 and 1968.

— the price of your admission to the nation’s 
legion of back pain sufferers. 
Improper bending and lifting is cited by safety 
experts as the chief cause of low back pain 
that disables half-a-million U. S. workers a 
year and ranks as a leading cause of lost 
work time. 
And it isn’t always how much you lift, but 
how you lift it that counts, according to producers 
of a new movie on back problems and how to avoid 
them. 
The color film, titled “ Lifting — Man’s Age 
Old Problem,” was made in cooperation with 
the Upjohn Company after the pharamaceutical 
firm completed a 12-year study of the causes 
of back injuries. 
Apparently no one is immune to back injury, 
whether they’re a mother bending to pick up 
a child’s toy or a burly worker lifting a 50- 
pound crate. In fact, the study revealed that 
the greatest number of low back injuries in­ 
volved lifting 10 pounds or less. 
The movie, winner of six national safety film 
awards, traces man’s lifting and back problems 
from primitive to modern times and offers 
these precautions: 
1. When you bend from the waist to pick up 
an object, also bend at the knees. 
2. When lifting an object, hold it close to your 
body. This allows you to keep your back straight 
and in balance and places the major strain on 
leg and thigh m uscles, which are stronger than 
your back m uscles. 
3. When lifting objects laterally from one spot 
to another, don’t twist your body in the direc­ 
tion you intend to move because a quick twist 
< an strain spinal ligaments. Minimize strain by 
t hlfting your feet in the direction you are 
t irning. 
4. Don’t lift when your feet are on different 
m is« This causes imbalance and creates added 
rain. 
Men shouldn’t lift more than 75 pounds or half 
iir weight, whichever is less, and women 
i houldn*t lift over 35 pounds without help. 
6« Stay in good physical condition to maintain 
1 auscle flexibility and tone. 
7. Use mechanical aids in lifting whenever 
ossible.

Washington — Now that Cali­ 
fornia has elected a song-and-

However, the current report by 
Sen. Tom Dodd, I>Conn., on 
juvenile delinquency shows that 
some of the networks are serv­ 
ing just as brazen a crime 
diet as ever.

Three killed. Six injured. Three 
killed are innocent bystanders.. 
"T here's a good action scene 
where the mail truck is held 
up and the driver killed. 
"Colbeck suspicions it was 
Courtney and beats it out of 
Joe’s henchman. Courtney is 
trapped in an alley and beaten 
unconscious and tossed in the 
riv e r.. . . 
"Colbeck pressures a police 
lieutenant 
who owes 
him a 
favor to pick up (Courtney’s) 
gal and deliver her to a spot 
on the bridge where Coibeck’s 
men will shoot her dead." 
—DON’T GET TALKY— 
On one occasion, ABC pro­ 


gram people advised ABC pres­ 
ident Tom Moore that there is 
a tendency of recent episodes 
to become "talky" and as J 
result much of the action and 
suspense is lost. Moore then 
wrote producer Quinn Martin; 
"I hope you will give c a rt­ 
ful attention to maintaining this 
action and suspense in future 
episodes. As you know, there 
has been a softening of the rat­ 
ings, which may or may not 
be the result of this talkiness, 
but certainly we should watch 
it carefully."

the Untouchables, 
Moore advised: "There is no 
change in original concept of 
production values of Untouch­ 
ables. 
Quinn 
Martin has re­ 
placed Norman Retchin. . .for 
just cause in our opinion. . . 
No more violence than that 
already seen is contemplated. 
There will be no reduction in 
action however. 
"We have absolute confidence 
in Quinn Martin and the Desilu 
organization 
to 
deliver the 
quality and prestige hours such 
as the original program s." 
Retchin had been fired be­ 
cause he argued; "I go for 
character. 
Let the violence 
come honestly out of that char­ 
acter. . .It now develops that 
Martin wants to concentrate 
on the slam-bang stuff and that 
isn’t my cup of tea." 
NOTE—Though the Untouch­ 
ables was filmed some time 
ago, it is now being widely 


exhibited as reruns. Further­ 
more, 
the 
Senate Juvenile 
Delinquency 
Committee re­ 
ports: "Conditions do not appear 
to have changed appreciably at 
ABC. Quinn Martin, who wrote 
of his affection for sadism and is 
known 
for 
his affinity

violence, is as busy as ever 
turning out shows for the net­ 
work."

One day before the election, 
Gov. George Wallace, the pint- 
sized rabble-rouser from Ala­ 
bama, telephoned his former 
boss, Ed Reid, director of the 
Alabama League of Municipali­ 
ties. Wallace once served as a 
page boy for Reid in the Ala­ 
bama Legislature and the two 
have remained friends despite 
vigorously differing opinions. 
"I’m right sorry about those 
congressmen," 
said the Gov­ 
ernor, referring to the prob­ 
ability 
that 
five Democratic 
congressmen would be defeated 
next day. 
"You should be, Governor,” 
replied Reid. "You created the 
atmosphere that’s going to de­ 
feat them." 
"I did all I could to help’em ," 
insisted the Governor of Ala­ 
bama. 
"Your campaigning for Gold­ 
water created a climate that 
neither 
they nor anyone else 
could buck," reminded Reid.

Next day, Alabama elected five 
Republican congressmen for the 
first time since reconstruction 
days—thanks to

last week. 


President Johnson’s New Ad­ 
ministration Faces Series of 
Crippling Strike Crises 
Washington, D, C.: — During 
the afternoon of Saturday, Sept. 
5, two days before Labor Day, 
a 
newspaper 
columnist ans­ 
wered the phone in his home. 
The operator said the Presi­ 
dent was on the wire. It was 
Lyndon Johnson. 
For almost half an hour he 
spoke of the problems of the 
presidency. The chief execu­ 
tive read a page or so of the 
talk he was preparing for the 
Labor Day demonstration in 
Detroit’s 
Cadillac 
S q u a r e . 
Though it was to be a huge 
union rally on the eve of Walter 
Reuther’s final drive on the 
automobile industry the Presi­ 
dent said he would be neutral 
on that day as in the future. 
Now that the last hurrahs of 
the campaign have gone with 
the echoes of the final count, 
the quality of that neutrality 
will be strained. This is labor’s 
day and the men who lead it 
plan to make it count, as they 
once did after an earlier land­ 
slide. 
That was in pre-historic 1936. 
It takes us who are beginning to 
gray 
at the temples to re­ 
member the awesome leonine 
John Llewellyn Lewis, "King 
Coal," striding to the White 
House after the election. He 
asked one thing of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt — backing for a 
massive 
offensive 
by labor 
against the mass production 
industries, steel, auto, rubber, 
electrical equipment. Labor had 
given to FDR of its sinews, 
money, manpower and mass 
persuasion. 
That support was given and 
the 
giant unions 
were born 
amongst the gargantuan mills. 
Thus the north was unionized 
and with it came political pow­ 
er. 
Now, there are those inside 
labor who want to ask the same 
of FDR’s protege, Lyndon John­ 
son — similar support. But this 
time in the non-unionized south. 
Labor wants to roll into the 
South as it hurtled into the 
North some quarter century 
ago. 
Whether It will get from LBJ 
what it received from FDR 
is 
in 
the province 
of the 
soothsayer not the newsman. 
There will be other strains 
on the White House alliance 
with its union friends. There 
are months of labor crises 
ahead. Men whose hundreds of 
thousands of followers work on 
the inner mechanism of our in­ 
dustrial society are ready for 
action — strike action, perhaps, 
on the nation’s 
rails, docks, 
freight and passenger deep sea 
fleets and in the steel mills 
across the land. 
Within a few weeks members 
of 11 "off-train” unions will be 
free to strike for more wages 
and new intricate working con­ 
ditions. This would pull out 


450,000 men and paralyze the 
lines like a set of broken toy 
trains. Even If there is no 
stoppage, or only desultory de­ 
lays, trouble on the rails will 
break out again during the first 
year of the new administration 
as the on-train unions launch 
their counter-offensive against 
heavy layoff of firemen. 
This layoff of men is possible 
under the law and a Supreme 
Court decision. But the law 
runs out soon enough and such 
newcomers to the headlines as 
Charles Luna, president of the 
Railroad Trainmen, will insist 
that the men laid off be rehired. 
At that moment there will be 
a head-on collision between the 
brotherhoods and the railroads 
— with the White House in the 
middle. 
And around the corner, on Dec. 
20, there is the moment when 
60,000 longshoremen may walk 
off the piers. There have been 
seven such strikes since 1947 
- - the last one costing the ec­ 
onomy about $1 billion. 
Should this crisis run into 
the new year — as did the last 
walkout — it will begin blend­ 
ing 
with 
another embryonic 
emergency. The steel workers, 
led 
by their $50,000-a-year 
president, Dave McDonald, are 
preparing for action. No one 
yet knows what the million- 
member United Steelworkers 
leadership will ask. But it will 
be considerable. The rank and 
file want at least as much as 
Walter Reuther won for the 
auto unionists — and more. 
Steel labor is pushing for a 
guaranteed lifetime job, short­ 
er work week, bigger pensions, 
earlier retirement, and hun­ 
dreds of revisions of the local 
working rules. This will not stir 
enthusiasm 
in 
the industry, 
which is prospering for the first 
time in years. There could be 
a strike any time after May 1st. 
And that crisis will soon run 
parallel with a "sleep er." Few 
are aware that contracts for 
licensed and unlicensed sea­ 
men, cooks as well as masters 
and mates, covering scores of 
thousands of men who run our 
merchant luxury fleets, expire 
on June 15 on both coasts. 
Could there be a strike which 
would bottle up these fleets? 
"It might get to be a pretty 
tough moment," the blond Vik- 
ing-type Paul Hall, president 
of the Seafarers International 
Union, told this column. "A 
freight, 
passenger 
fleet and 
tanker strike would tie up our 
waterfronts and in a few days 
would force the embargo of con­ 
siderable 
trucking 
and rail 
shipments, too. 
"It’s fifty-fifty at this point 
that it could happen. If it does, 
it will be a mighty big strike." 
As crisis tumbles into crisis, 
the calls 
for abandonment of 
White House neutrality will be 
loud and clear. It will take a 
m aster strategist to steer a 
middle course.

From time to ¥m e, I have 
written about some of the rea­ 
sons for the persistent unem­ 
ployment and slow rate of in­ 
dustrial expansion that plagues 
our country. I now wish to point 
out other factors contributing 
to this unhappy situation. Note­ 
worthy among them is the small 
tax write offs allowed in our 
country compared with those of 
other industrial countries. On 
a machine with an estimated 
life of fifteen years, in the 
United States one may write 
off 35 per cent in the first 
three years as compared with 
63 per cent in Italy, 65 per 
cent in Japan, 72 per cent in 
Sweden and 75 per cent in 
Britain. 
In the United States, taxes on 
consumption (sales taxes) are 
low while taxes on income are 
very high. In Europe, just the 
opposite is tn^ . Europe and 
Japan encourage capital forma­ 
tion, which supplies more jobs 
for workers, by low income 
taxes, while the United States 
discourages and penalizes capi­ 
tal formation by high income 
and capital gains taxation. This 
strikes directly at industrial 
expansion 
and means 
fewer 
jobs. It is undoubtedly one of 
the major reasons for unem­ 
ployment in our country as 
compared with labor shortages 
in other industrial countries. 
Europe’s tax policy encourages 
risk taking and investment while 
our policy discourages 
and 
penalizes the bold entrepre­ 
neur. 
Other industrial countries are 
reinvesting from 15 to 24 per 
cent of their total spending in 
new 
plants 
and equipment 
against a substantially less 12 
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per cent in the united States, 
in Europe and Japan, labor 
unions have restrained their 
demands for higher wages and 
have, therefore, enabled in­ 
dustry to remain competitive. 
In 
our country unrestrained 
labor 
union 
demands 
have 
forced unit costs higher and 
higher making it impossible for 
our industry to compete on 
many products. 
On the whole in most industrial 
countries government cooper­ 
ates with industry while our 
government maintains a hostile 
attitude toward many of our 
leading industries. 
In most other industrial coun­ 
tries, profit is regarded as not 
only legitimate but essential, 
whereas in our country there 
is still a disposition to regard 
profit as something very ques­ 
tionable, in fact undesirable and 
even 
shameful. 
While the 
volume of business has ex­ 
panded, wage costs have not 
only kept profits from rising 
but have actually resulted in 
greatly reduced real profits. 
A careful study of these facts 
will make entirely clear why 


“bur country is being out-pro- 
duced, is expanding very slowly 
and struggles continually yrtth 
the problem of unemployment. 
We have nobody to blame but 
ourselves. The facts are quite 
large. We may follow the suc­ 
cessful policies adopted by our 
competitors, solve the problem 
of unemployment and greatly 
expand our output if we have 
the wit and the courage to ad­ 
mit our mistakes and change 
! our policies as indicated.

Columbus, Ky«, Fort Known 
As Gibraltar of West 


It’s strange how ma n y 
drivers think a four-lane high­ 
way was put there for them 
to cut across without a signal.

COLUMBUS, Ky. (AP)—Here, 
high on a bluff overlooking the 
Mississippi River, is Columbus 
Belmont Battlefield State Park. 
A century ago, Sept. 5,1861, 
Confederate 
soldiers 
under 
Maj, Gen. Leonidas Polk came 
here and built Fort Columbus, 
which became known as the Gi­ 
braltar of the West. 
Its purpose was to keep the 
Union Army 
from 
moving 
troops by gunboats on the river 
south into the Confederacy. The 
fort had 140 cannon and rifle 
pits located along Its sides and 
in the earthworks along the 
rim of the bluff and at one time 
had as many as 32,000 men sta­ 
tioned there. These men dug 
many miles of trenches which 
still are visible under th e 
greensward of the park. 
Brig. Gen. Gideon Pillow, un­ 
der General Polk, conceived the 
idea of stretching a mile long 
iron chain, each link weighing 
15 pounds, across the river as 
a double caution to stop boats 
that might try to slip through 
in the night. This chain was held 
by a seven-ton anchor stuck in­ 
to the bluff and the chain was 
stretched across the river float­ 


ed on log rafts. 
The anchor and a section of 
the chain are on display in the 
park. 
The Confederates also held 
Belmont, a steamboat landing 
across toe river from Colum­ 
bus. It was about 17 miles east 
of what now is East Prairie, 
Mo. Its importance was toe 
road which led from the landing 
Into Southeast Missouri o v e r 
which 
Union 
soldiers could 
come to attack Columbus. The 
Confederates had about 3,000 
soldiers camped there. 
General 
Ulysses S. Grant 
moved 3,144 Union troops into 
Cairo Nov. 7, 1861, and then 
down the Mississippi on gun­ 
boats and attacked Belmont. 
In the one-day battle toe Con­ 
federates lost Belmont and then 
regained 
it after 
reinforce­ 
ments were sent across toe riv­ 
er under command of General 
Pillow 
from Fort Columbus. 
The Union Army lost 641 men 
and the Confederates 498. 
Fort Columbus was never at­ 
tacked. General Grant moved 
east, captured Fort Henry on 
the Tennessee River, then took 
Fort Donelson, cutting off Fort 
Columbus from its supplies. 
On Feb. 28,1862, General Polk 
was ordered to evacuate Fort 


Columbus and the Union sol­ 
diers then occupied toe fort and 
held it for the rest of toe war. 
The park also contains the old 
Civil War hospital built by the 
Confederates and then used by 
the Union soldiers. The building 
was restored in the 1930s and 
is now a museum. 
Throughout the park are rel­ 
ics of Civil War days; stacks of 
hand-molded cannon balls; sec­ 
tions of old cannons mounted on 
cement bases and the old hand­ 
made anchor and chain.

four states today. 
Teachers protested in a vari­ 
ety of ways in Oklahoma, Ken­ 
tucky, Georgia and Louisiana. 
All schools in Louisville, Ky., 
are expected to be closed Mon­ 
day because most of the teach­ 
ers plan to take part in a protest 
demonstration against low pay. 
About 140 Louisville teachers 
went on strike after voters 
Tuesday turned down a proposal 
for higher school taxes. The 
teachers, who are paid from $4,- 
400 to $6,600 annually, are de­ 
manding a pay raise of $1,500 — 
five times what the tax increase 
would have given them. 
The Louisville Board of Ed­ 
ucation said the teachers are 
required to return to work by 
Tuesday. The teachers say they 
will not return until salary de­ 
mands are met. 
About 600 teachers in Midwest 
City, a suburb of Oklahoma 
City, voted for a holiday Mon­ 
day. The Tulsa School Board 
called off classes there Monday 
for its 2,500 teachers, citing a 
“ state of confusion and emo­ 
tionalism." 
Spokesmen for both groups 
said the one-day holiday was 
called to express disappoint­ 
ment over failure of voters 
Tuesday to approve four school 
proposals, including 
one to 
raise pay. 
Oklahoma teachers now re­ 
ceive at least $3,800 a year and

Re-examination Imperative

The Congress has supported 
foreign aid principally because 
it has been claimed that the aid 
program was necessary for our 
survival. 
Let u s 
examine that claim. 
1. A major Communist mili­ 
tary threat against the Western 
Hemisphere can come only from 
space weapons, bombers and 
m issiles. 
2. Against a major Commu­ 
nist attack, none of our allies 
is equipped to defend itself — 
much less the United States. 
3. It is our own modern stra­ 
tegic nuclear striking forces 
alone which extend a protective 
military umbrella over the en­ 


tire free world. 
4. These American striking 
forces, superior today to those 
of the Communists, are 
an 
effective major deterrent. Kru-' 
schev himself has admitted that 
he does not care to challenge the 
United States nuciear striking 
forces. 
In view of these facts, a foreign 
military assistance re-exam­ 
ination is an imperative. 
The bulk of our overseas gar­ 
risons should be systematically 
redeployed. Overseas garrisons 
in West Germany and 
South 
Korea can be integrated with 
STRAC (U. S. Strike Command) 
to 
strengthen United States 
small-war deterrent power. 
As visible symbols of our 
determination to keep our flag 


flying, token forces should be 
left in West Berlin and South 
Korea. 
Induce our industrial allies to 
shoulder their share of defense 
burdens. With their economy 
flourishing, European 
NATO 
allies are able to create de­ 
fenses 
comparable 
to those 
maintained before World War 
n. To date, however, they en­ 
joy prosperity and are content to 
let the United States carry most 
of their defense burden. 
A Russian withdrawal from 
Cuba 
should be effected and 
Communist infiltration in Latin 
America stopped. Latin Ameri­ 
ca, Africa and the Near East, 
largely because of our assist­ 
ance, now have sufficient mili­ 
tary strength to provide their 
own internal security. Since 
they have little or no modern 
war capability, their military 
assistance needs are minor. 
From Russian-occupied Cuba, 
Latin 
America 
is 
being in­ 
filtrated 
with 
Communists, 
arms and propaganda. 
In Southeast Asia, American 
leadership 
cannot 
guarantee 
that the Vietnamese will fight 
an all-out war. 
It would be a grevious error 
to commit American troops to 
full-scale combat. Vietnamese 
will resent the white men kill­ 
ing other Vietnamese, even 
though those killed may be Com­ 
munist enemies. 
Moreover, Americans in Viet­ 
nam today inherit the oriental 
hatred of 
French and British 
imperialism. 
Invite Japan, Free China and 
the • Phillipines to join hands 
in the struggle for a free South­ 
east Asia and extend military 
assistance. The Japanes, Fili­ 
pinos, and Nationalist Chinese 
are fearful of the extension of 
Communism 
throughout 
the 
Orient. They stand by idly and 
see the white man -- giant that 
he may be -- failing in South 
Vietnam. Conservative oriental 
thought is that, under present 
conditions, the Asiatic main­ 
land will be under Communist 
domination within two years. 
Despite this dire threat in 
Southeast 
Asia 
our leaders, 
while demanding more foreign 
military assistance, are dan­ 
gerously 
reducing our own 
striking power. No more strat­ 
egic bombers are being pro­ 
duced. 
Department of State Bulletin 
7277, published in September, 
1961, calls for U. S. disarm a­ 
ment in 9 years. 
This 
dangerous program is 
proceeding as scheduled. 
In view of the fact that it Is 
our own modern strategic nu­ 
clear 
striking forces 
alone 
which are protecting the United 
States and the free world, the 
production of strategic bomb­ 
e rs and new weapons systems 
must be resumed without de­ 
lay. 
International Communism,our 
greatest threat, is one which 
foreign economic aid has failed 
to resolve. 
United 
States aid is mostly 
from our government to foreign 
governments. 
Such a policy 
offers only token encourage­ 
ment to private capital. 
The result is widespread gov­ 
ernment ownership and the fos­ 
tering of global socialism. In 
some instances, United States 
aid supports Communist states. 
A foreign economic aid re ­ 
examination is an imperative. 
Foreign economic aid will have 
to be drastically reduced. Prior 
Latin American commitments 
must be kept and limited tech­ 
nical assistance can be ex­ 
tended to emerging countries.

Artificial Kidney In Home 
Feasible, Less Costly 


Home use of the artificial kid­ 
ney machine today was termed 
“ technically 
feasible 
where 
suitable domestic facilities ex­ 
ist.»» 
In addition to the greater con­ 
venience offered the patient, in- 
the-home treatment also is less 
costly than when it is performed 
in an artificial kidney center, 
according to a report in the 
Journal of the American Med­ 
ical Association. 
Use of the artificial kidney 
in the homes of three patients 
was described by J. P. M errill, 
M.D., E. Schupak, M.D., E. 
Cameron, R.N., and C.L. Ham­ 
pers, M.D., Boston. 
The patients have undergone a 
total of 30 home hemodialyses, 
the process 
of cleansing the 
blood of waste products, and the 
results 
were 
comparable to 
those carried out in the hos­ 
pital, the authors said. 
Although the patients were not 
completely rehabilitated, they 
were able to work six hours a 
day between dialyses, it was 
reported. 
Dialyses were performed once 
a week 
at home and once a 
week in the hospital after an 
initial period of hospitalization 
during which the patient’s con­ 
dition 
was 
stabilized. Home 
treatment is suitable for ambul­ 
atory patients capable of em­ 
ployment but not for the acutely 
ill, it was pointed out. 
One patient had been treated 
for nine months during which 
17 dialyses were performed in 
the home. The second patient 
had 
been 
treated 
for 
four 
months and undergone 10 home 
dialyses. The third patient had 
been treated for three months 
with three dialyses in the home. 
Each dialyses, using the twin- 
coil artificial 
kidney, 
lasted 
four to six hours. 
The estimated cost of the twin- 
coil kidney machine and neces­ 
sary equipment for home dial­ 
yses would be about $2,000, ac­ 
cording to the authors. The cost 
per dialysis would be $85, not 
including professional fees for 
the physician, who would check 
the patient before each dialysis, 
and for a private duty nurse, 
who would monitor the proce­ 
dure. 
The cost oi maintaining eight 
patients through use of the arti­ 
ficial kidney has been estimated 
at $10,000 per patient per year 
at the chronic dialysis center 
in Seattle, it was pointed out. 
However, the development and 
marketing of a single-coil dis­ 
posable unit for the artificial 
kidney at one-half the price of 
the twin-coil would reduce the 
annual expense to about $5,500, 
the authors said. This product 
is expected to be available in 
the next few months. 
To make a program of home 
dialysis a*‘practical endeavor»» 


requires 
improvements, 
the 
authors 
concluded. 
Nursing 
personnel must be made avail­ 
able or nonprofessional person­ 
nel trained to monitor the pro­ 
cedure, they said, and the co­ 
ordination of the cost of this 
kind of care with present med­ 
ical insurance plans must be at­ 
tempted. 
One way to implement such a 
program might be a mobile unit, 
in which two or three patients 
could be treated at one time and 
which 
could move from com­ 
munity to community with a 
full-time experienced team, the 
authors suggested. 
It is estimated that in the 
United 
States, 2,000 patients 
who annually die of chronic 
kidney failure 
might survive 
with use of the artificial kid­ 
ney, the authors added. 
It has been adequately proven 
that for some patients with 
chronic kidney failure in whom 
conservative treatment is ade­ 
quate, useful existence may be 
maintained for significant per­ 
iods of time by the use of the 
artificial kidney, they said. 
It is anticipated that this tech­ 
nique will be used to maintain 
patients until transplantation of 
a human 
kidney 
can be per­ 
formed, they added.

The recent tax reduction, ac­ 
companied by Increased spend­ 
ing at home and abroad, and 
planned deficits necessitate a 
continuously rising debt. 
Unless curbed, this mounting 
debt will have to be wiped off 
the books as was done in Ger­ 
many in 1923, again in 1928, 
and in France in 1958. 


The people of the United States 
will then find that their 
in­ 
surance, their pensions, their 
social security and their life 
savings have become worthless.

The Right 
To Choose 


If there is any truth in the old 
saw that familiarity breeds con­ 
tempt, then we have a possible 
explanation why advertising has 
more critics than perhaps any 
other industry. 
Advertising is 
more visible 
in our daily lives than any other 
single 
phenomenon 
of our 
society. We wake up to a radio 
commercial, read a newspaper 
ad on the way to work, glance at 
a billboard as we go to lunch, 
look at an ad-laced magazine on 
our way home, check the ads 
that came in the day's mail, and 
watch commercials during our 
evening TV viewing. One study 
estim ates that the average man 
is exposed to more than 1,500 
advertising impressions a day. 
By its very nature, advertising 
clamors for our attention, so 
that we are more aware of it 
than we are of clothing manu­ 
facturing 
for example, 
even 
though that industry's products 
are as close to us as our skin. 
Little wonder, then, that ad­ 
vertising attracts critics 
in 
numbers and 
vociferousness 
beyond what tl.e facts justify. 
Out 
of 
some 30,000,000 pub­ 
lished ads a year, and 100,000, 
000 radio and TV commercials, 
we can expect a few question­ 
able 
ones 
in this imperfect 
world of ours. 
Indeed, the surprising thing 
is how few bad apples there are 
in the ad barrel. Of more than 
1,000,000 ads examined by the 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission, 
only 3 per cent even required 
further study. This speaks well 
for the industry. 
But if we find advertising a 
ready target when it makes a 
mistake, too often we overlook 
its positive contributions to our 
economy, our culture, and our 
free way of life. 
What is it that distinguishes 
the American economy from 
others? 
The chicken-and-egg 
combination of mass production 
and mass marketing. We may 
not know which came first, but 
we do know that one cannot 
exist without the other, and that 
advertising is the sine qua non 
of mass marketing. 
Advertising makes 
possible 
volume 
sales, 
which enable 
manufacturers to take a very 
small profit margin per unit 
and 
still operate their busi­ 
nesses successfully. 
Without 
advertising, 
the 
consumer 
would, in many cases, have to 
pay higher prices. 
This is contrary to the folk­ 
lore of the economically illit­ 
erate, who cite the economically 
erate, who cite the “ huge” $12 
billion-a-year 
advertising 
budget of Aneriean business as 
if it were something taken away 
from the consumers. 
Simple 
division will show that if this 
expenditure were instead re­ 
bated to consumers, it 
would 
amount to the “ magnificent” 
sum of $66 each over a year's 
period. 
In 
practice, 
however, this 
would be a green m irage. Lack­ 
ing the ignition of advertising, 
our economic engine would run 
at a slower pace if it didn't 
stall out altogether. 
Some of 
us would lose income, or jobs, 
valued at many tim es $66. And 
we would pay more for products 
as volume dropped. 


We would lose other values 
in addition to the economic ones 
in a world without advertising. 
The magazine you are now read­ 
ing, exemplifies some of those 
values. 
Advertising revenue 
makes it possible for the pub­ 
lishers to bring you the cul­ 
tural satisfactions of its editor­ 
ial content, without charging a 
prohibitive subscription price. 
It performs a sim ilar function 
in the case of newspapers, and 
underwrites the entire cost of 
your radio and TV entertain­ 
ment and information. 
And the most sophisticated 
reader of SR will, I am sufe, 
admit that he finds personally 
enjoyable and useful its book 
and record advertising. 
In 
broader perspective, advertis­ 
ing by book 
publishers and 
record 
manufacturers 
can 
claim a significant share of 
credit for the cultural renais­ 
sance 
taking 
place 
in this 
country. 
Book sales are twice 


the 1955 total. A record manu­ 
facturer cites an 80 per cent 
increase in sales of classical 
discs within a recent one-year 
period. 
Advertising can also be an im­ 
portant vehicle of free speech. 
In many one-newspaper towns, 
the publisher considers it his 
responsibility to keep the news 
columns open to all points of 
view. 
But in some instances 
paid 
advertisLng is the best 
means of stating a position or 
expressing a viewpoint, and it 
is often fortunate for democracy 
that this channel is available. 
You will find this especially 
prevalent during political cam­ 
paigns. 
If the enemies of advertising 
should concede its economic 
and social benefits, it is equally 
incumbent on its friends 
to 
concede and try to correct its 
occasional lapses. 
There is still too much offen­ 
sive and misleading advertis­ 
ing, and any amount of such 
advertising is too much. 
But 
it is reassuring that the ad­ 
vertising industry itself sub­ 
jects such operations to a heavy 
and continuing barrage of c riti­ 
cism. 
The advertising man who does 
his job properly is performing 
a public service, and can be 
proud of his contribution to the 
national economy. Advertising 
is an essential mechanism for 
moving goods in any modern 
industrial society--even 
the 
Soviets are spending tens 
of 
millions of dollars, or, rather, 
their equivalent in rubles, for 
advertising. 
As Soviet econo­ 
m ist S. V. Serebriakov puts it, 
“ The 
gradual 
widening of 
knowledge 
of 
buyers 
about 
goods by means of well-supplied 
advertising renders a positive 
influence on the simplification 
of merchandising.” 
If advertising is necessary 
even in an economy where the 
state is 
supreme, how much 
more vital is it to our system, 
where the consumer is king! 
Advertising widens the average 
man’s 
freedom 
of choice, 
recognized as a basic ingre­ 
dient of democracy when we 
vote at the polling booth, but 
not always seen in that light 
when 
we vote at the 
cash 
register. 
Advertising 
gives Mr. and 
Mrs. America the opportunity' 
to choose more Intelligently 
how to allocate their rising in­ 
come. 
It puts before them a 
choice not only among break­ 
fast cereals, but a rich selec­ 
tion of nourishment for the 
spirit. 
Thanks in large part 
to advertising, the world’s great 
books, good music, and even fine 
l>ooks, good 
music, and even 
fine original works of art now 
exert their enriching influence 
on the lives of millions 
of 
Americans, not just in a few 
metropolitan areas, but in the 
sm allest hamlets of our land. 
Yes, advertising, more often 
than not, has been a powerful 
force for both material 
and 
spiritual good in this country. 
Properly 
understood 
and 
properlv applied, it can play an 
even greater role in enlarging 
our horizons in the decades 
ahead. 
If we want the benefits ad­ 
vert isinu can bring us, I would 
say this to both advertisers and 
their audience: 
“ Let’s use it, not abuse it.”

Vanishing 
Constitution 


By David Lawrence 
Only 175 years after our fore­ 
fathers ordained the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States, the 
document has largely fallen in­ 
to disuse. Some of the clauses 
that still remain in operation 
are being given an interpreta­ 
tion stretched far beyond their 
original meaning. We see an 
increasing power being exer­ 
cised by the judiciary over the 
other branches of the Federal 
Government as the rights of 
the sovereign States are grad­ 
ually being extinguished. 
One hundred and seventy-five 
years is a relatively brief span 
in world history, and few re­ 
publics have been able to main­ 
tain for even as long as two 
centuries their original pattern 
of a democratic system. 
The United States has the lar­ 
gest population that has ever 
lived under a republican form of 
government. But the safeguards 
of democracy are being rapidly 
demolished, and our system of 
government is being invaded to­ 
day by the same deceptive Tro­ 
jan horses that the governments 
of yesteryears encountered in 
those fateful periods when the 
doctrine that “ the end justifies 
the means” became the political 
gospel of the day. 
Our 
written 
Constitution, 
established in 1789 and amended 
in the intervening years to meet 
changing conditions, is being 
deliberately disregarded, and 


the doctrine of conformity by 
coercion Is being espoused not 
only by our so-called intellect­ 
ual groups but by vote-see king 
politicians 
in 
our “ great 
society.” 
The words of the Constitution, 
of course, explicitly specify 
that rights granted to the peo­ 
ple cannot be taken away and 
that they can be surrendered 
only by the votes of the people 
themselves — through the ac­ 
tion of two thirds of both houses 
of Congress, and the ratification 
of three fourths of the State 
legislatures. 
This method of effecting 
a 
change in the Constitution is 
sometimes called a cumber­ 
some process, 
but the pro­ 
cedure for amending was pur­ 
posely made slowmoving so as 
better to protect the minority 
and save it from the intoler­ 
ance of the majority. If we 
are to be governed by an un­ 
written constitution, the par­ 
liamentary formula of Canada 
or Great Britain has in it much 
to be commended. But as long 
as we pay homage to a written 
Constitution, we are in duty 
bound to abide by it until such 
time as it is amended or a 
substitute 
is 
adopted by the 
process prescribed in the ori­ 
ginal 
compact between the 
States. 
We can hardly believe our 
eyes, however, as we re-read 
the provisions of the Constitu­ 
tion that have been torn to 
shreds by the autocratic ac­ 
tion of a judicial oligarchy. 
Here, for instance, are 
the 
exact words of two amend­ 
ments included in the “ Bill 
of Rights,” adopted in 1791: 
“ Article IX: The enumera­ 
tion in the Constitution, of cer­ 
tain rights, shall not be con­ 
strued to deny or disparage 
others retained by the people. 
“ Article X: The powers not 
delegated to the United States 
by the Constitution, nor pro­ 
hibited by it to the States, are 
reserved to the States respec­ 
tively, or to the people.” 
The words “ United States” 
mean the Federal Government. 
Since it is stipulated that only 
the powers 
specifically dele­ 
gated to the Federal Govern­ 
ment by the Constitution can 
be exercised by the executive, 
legislative or judicial branches 
of the 
United States Govern­ 
ment, an attempt to usurp any 
other rights not so granted is 
a plain violation of both the 
letter and the spirit of the 
Constitution. 
Yet today we see the Supreme 
Court telling the States how they 
shall constitute the upper and 
lower houses of their legisla­ 
tures, how the public schools 
in States, counties and cities 
shall be operated, what taxes 
shall 
be 
levied, 
and 
how 
powers of local police to deal

with violence and trespass must 
be curtailed whenever a dis­ 
orderly “ demonstration” or a 
“sit-in” is ruled to be mere 
“ freedom of expression” . 
Certainly Congress has the 
power to regulate “ interstate 
commerce,” but nowhere In 
the Constitution is the right 
given to construe that phrase 
as covering the age-old uses 
of private property—in fact, 
the Constitution says that no 
citizen shall be deprived of his 
property 
unless it is 
con­ 
fiscated for public purposes 
and compensation is made. If, 
however, the phrase “ Inter­ 
state commerce” is to be ap­ 
plied arbitrarily to regulate 
the entire economic and social 
life of the nation, the Constitu­ 
tion vanishes. 
We are witnessing, moreover, 
the impairment of the rights of 
the States to maintain order. 
For instance, to prevent or quell 
local 
disturbances, 
federal 
troops have recently been sent 
into two States—without the re­ 
quest or the consent of the 
Governors or the legislatures, 
as is required by the Constitu­ 
tion. 
The Constitution, as the pro­ 
tector of the rights of the States 
and of the people, is thus being 
eroded. Usurpation has been 
passively accepted. The only 
question now is whether public 
opinion can be aroused and 
will act in time. For our writ­ 
ten Constitution — as the bul­ 
wark of human rights under a 
republican form of government 
—is rapidly vanishing.

TEN YEARS OF “PROGRESS'1 
by Vant Neff 


We hear a lot these days about 
bow much progress the U nit­ 
ed States is making in the Cold 
War. So much progress, in fact, 
that we hardly **ver hear of 
“the 
Cold 
War" itself 
any 
more. Instead, nowadays we 
talk about “the International 
Picture." 
We’re told the International 
Picture has brightened consid­ 
erably. We’re told to look at 
the Russia-Red China split. At 
the “breakup” of the Commu­ 
nist empire in East Europe. 
The Test-Ban Treaty. The new 
“independent” nations in Af­ 
rica. The Alliance for Progress. 
And we're told it all looks pret­ 
ty rosy. As long as you don’t 
look too closely. 
Is the Cold War really obso­ 
lete? Is the Internationa! Pic­ 
ture that much brighter? Are 
we making progress? 
Well, let’s see. Let’s look back 
over a ten-year time span and 
see where we stood. Then let’s 
judge which way we’re headed. 
A decade ago, Stalin had been 
dead less than two years. Ma­ 
lenkov was premier, Khrush­ 
chev just vice-premier. Not 
much talk of a Russian-Chinese 
split then. Nor of any “indepen­ 
dence" among the Communist 
satellites. 
And no wonder. In the West 
the Communists faced a strong 
and unified NATO; in the East, 
a newly-born SEATO. They 
faced 
impressive U.S. 
mili­ 
tary strength, and U'.S. deter­ 
mination to use it if we had to. 
Today, NATO is torn with 
sauabbles among its members, 
who are understandably nerv­ 
ous about our talk of an “Ac­ 
commodation” with Soviet Rus­ 
sia. So, by our default, De 
Gaulle challenges our leader­ 
ship. Two members, Greece and 
Turkey, quarrel with each other 
over Cyprus. Russia offers Cy­ 
prus arms and secures a toe­ 
hold in the Mediterranean. 


SEATO fares no better. We 
stumble about in South Viet­ 
nam, and Thailand uneasily 
edges toward neutralism. Indo­ 
nesia is practically lost to the 
West. We give arms to “neu­ 
tralist" India, and Pakistan 
sends missions to Peking. 
And th at military superior­ 
ity. W hat happened to that? 


In rapid sequence, the Russians 
beat us to the punch with an 
ICBM, a Sputnik, a man in 
space, 
a 
hundred - megaton 
bomb, and now a “monster 
weapon" th at may be real. 


Today we have a precarious 
nuclear “balance,” promises of 
coexistence, and a treaty that 
prevents us from testing anti­ 
missile missiles or any other 
nuclear breakthroughs of our 
own but no international in­ 
spection. We have a long his­ 
tory of broken Soviet treaties, 
too, but we prefer to forget 
that.

Let’s take a closer look at 
Asia. Ten years ago, France 
was licking her wounds after 
Dien Bien Phu, and the ink was 
hardly dry on the Geneva 
agreement. 
That agreement, 
you recall, partitioned Indo­ 
china into an independent Laos 
and Cambodia, a Communist 
North Vietnam and a pro- 
Western South Vietnam. 
Ten years later? Laos is all 
but lost. “Neutral” Cambodia 
allows Red guerillas to com­ 
mute freely across its borders, 
then screams with pious indig­ 
nation when Vietnamese troops 
pursue them. 
South Vietnam? Most of the 
nation is already out of the 
hands of the central govern­ 
ment. As I write this, the Viet- 
cong has severed two roads 
leading out of Saigon, and any 
day the capital may be utterly 
isolated from the rest of the 
country. Meanwhile the U.S. 
fights a brutal, critical w ar 
there with World W ar II planes 
and with no firm evidence of a 
will to win. 
Only North Vietnam’s stat­ 
us remains unchanged. Still 
Communist, all right. And to­ 
day we hear voices hoping to 
solve the mess by calling an­ 
other Geneva conference! 
Take a look next at Africa 
ten years ago. You’ll hardly 
recognize it. That was before 
Washington felt obliged to 
support the demands of every 
instable, ill-prepared, undevel­ 
oped nation that howled for 
independence. 
So we didn’t have a megalo­ 
maniac likeNkrumah in Ghana, 
an ex-Mau Mau leader like 
Kenyatta in Kenya, a Marxist 
assassin like Kassim Hange in 
Zanzibar. We didn’t have left- 
wing regimes in Algeria, Gui­ 
nea, Mali and you name the 


rest. We didn’t have chaos in 
the Congo, where the alterna­ 
tives now seem to be a takeover 
by the pro-Red rebels, or U.S. 
involvement in a new Vietnam 
fiasco. 
Finally, let’s take a look clos­ 
er to home. Ten years ago the 
U.S. had just helped Guatemala 
throw out a Red regime, and 
in the U.N. Henry Cabot Lodge 
quite plainly told the Russian 
delegate: “You stay out of this 
hemisphere.” No one had ever 
heard of Fidel Castro. 
Now, suppose, back then, 
you’d been told that in ten years 
there would be a Communist 
satellite ninety miles south of 
Key West. Wouldn’t that have 
alarmed you? Outraged you? 
Amazing, really, how calmly 
we’ve accepted W ashington’s 
advice not to worry about it. 
Well, there you have it. Some 
examples of the ten years of 
“progress” that put the Cold 
W ar out of business. 
When are we going to stop 
kidding ourselves? When are 
we going to face the fact that 
the Free World has eroded 
dangerously in the past ten 
years? When will we wake up 
to the fact that wishful think­ 
ing is no substitute for clear 
purpose or resolute action? 
Where will we be after another 
ten years of this “progress”?

George Romney of Michigan, 
William W. Scranton of Penn­ 
sylvania and Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller of New York were most 
frequently mentioned as pros­ 
pective leaders of this come- 
back in an Associated Press 
survey. 
The survey, reaching GOP 
officials in all sections of the 
nation, disclosed little enthusi­ 
asm for another presidential 
race by defeated Sen. Barry 
Goldwater. There were many 
suggestions that he yield control 
of the party machinery as the 
result of the shattering impact 
of President Johnson's land­ 
slide. 
Nixon, who campaigned ac­ 
tively for Goldwater, was men­ 
tioned by Republicans from all 
sections of the country as a man 
to be reckoned with in the next 
four years.

John W. Tyler, commented: “ I 
think we're going to see an aw­ 
ful lot of Mr. Nixon real quick.

Next tim e you bend down to retrieve a fumbled 
coin, you could come up with a mint of trouble 
— the price of your admission to the nation’s 
legion of back pain sufferers. 
Im proper bending and lifting is cited by safety 
experts as the chief cause of low back pain 
that disables half-a-m illion U. S. w orkers a 
year and ranks as a leading cause of lost 
work tim e. 
And it isn’t always how much you lift, but 
how you lift it that counts, according to producers 
of a new movie on back problems and how to avoid 
them. 
The color film , titled “ Lifting — Man’s Age 
Old Problem ,” was made in cooperation with 
the Upjohn Company after the pharam aceutical 
firm completed a 12-year study of the causes 
of back injuries. 
Apparently no one is immune to back injury, 
whether they’re a mother bending to pick up 
a child’s toy or a burly worker lifting a 50- 
pound crate. In fact, the study revealed that 
the greatest number of low back injuries in­ 
volved lifting 10 pounds or less. 
The movie, winner of six national safety film 
aw ards, traces man’s lifting and back problems 
from prim itive to modern tim es and offers 
these precautions: 
1. When you bend from the waist to pick up 
an object, also bend at the knees. 
2. When lifting an object, hold it close to your 
body. This allows you to keep your back straight 
and in balance and places the m ajor strain on 
leg and thigh m uscles, which are stronger than 
your back m uscles. 
3. When lifting objects laterally from one spot 
to another, don’t twist your body in the direc­ 
tion you intend to move because a quick twist 
< an strain spinal ligaments. Minimize strain by 
i hffting your feet in the direction you are 
t irning. 
4. Don’t lift when your feet are on different 
nrels. This causes imbalance and creates added 
Itrain. 
|5. Men shouldn’t lift m ore than 75 pounds or half 
d r weight, whichever is less, and women 
jhouldn’t lift over 35 pounds without help. 
j6. Stay in good physical condition to maintain 
tuscle flexibility and tone. 
[7. Use mechanical aids in lifting whenever 
isible.

Washington — Now that Cali­ 
fornia has elected a song-and- 
dance man to the Senate and 
simultaneoulsy killed the right 
of its people to see pay-as- 
you-go television, it should be 
up to the TV networks to im­ 
prove the quality of their pro­ 
grams. 
However, the current report by 
Sen. Tom Dodd, D-Conn., on 
juvenile delinquency shows that 
some of the networks are serv­ 
ing just as brazen a crime 
diet as ever. And since the peo­ 
ple of California for the first 
time in history set a precedent 
that individual Americans can­ 
not see entertainment they pay 
for, it might be well for the 
rest of the country to diagnose 
carefully what it is getting free. 
The Senate Juvenile Delin­ 
quency Committee dug into the 
secret files of the American 
Broadcasting Company to get 
its inter-office memos, some 
of them pertaining to “ The 
Untouchables.” This is a show 
originally watched over a five- 
year period by 5,500,000 chil­ 
dren a week. 
Here is one ABC Inter-office 
memo describing the blood-and

men will shoot her dead.”

On one occasion, ABC pro­

President Johnson’s New Ad­ 
ministration Faces Series of 
Crippling Strike Crises 
Washington, D. C.: — During 
the afternoon of Saturday, Sept. 
5, two days liefore Labor Day, 
a 
newspaper 
columnist ans­ 
wered the phone in his home. 
The operator said the Presi­ 
dent was on the wire. It was 
Lyndon Johnson. 
For almost half an hour he 
spoke of the problems of the 
presidency. The chief execu­ 
tive read a page or so of the 
talk he was preparing for the 
Labor Day demonstration in 
Detroit’s 
Cadillac 
S q u a r e . 
Though it was to be a huge 
union rally on the eve of Walter 
Reuther’s final drive on the 
automobile industry the Presi­ 
dent said he would be neutral 
on that day as in the future. 
Now that the last hurrahs of 
the campaign have gone with 
the echoes of the final count, 
the quality of that neutrality 
will be strained. This is labor’s 
day and the men who lead it 
plan to make it count, as they 
once did after an earlier land­ 
slide. 
That was in pre-historic 1936. 
It takes us who are beginning to 
gray 
at the temples to re­ 
member the awesome leonine 
John Llewellyn Lewis, “ King 
Coal,” striding to the White 
House after the election. He 
asked one thing of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt — backing for a 
massive 
offensive 
by labor 
against the mass production 
industries, steel, auto, rubber, 
electrical equipment. Labor had 
given to FDR of its sinews, 
money, manpower and mass 
persuasion. 
That support was given and 
the 
giant 
unions 
were born 
amongst the gargantuan mills. 
Thus the north was unionized 
and with it came political pow­ 
er. 
Now, there are those inside 
labor who want to ask the same 
of FDR’s protege, Lyndon John­ 
son — sim ilar support. But this 
time in the non-unionized south. 
Labor wants to roll into the 
South as it hurtled into the 
North some quarter century 
ago. 
Whether it will get from LBJ 
what It received from FDR 
is 
in 
the province 
of the 
soothsayer not the newsman. 
There will be other strains 
on the White House alliance 
with its union friends. There 
are months of labor crises 
ahead. Men whose hundreds of 
thousands of followers work on 
the inner mechanism of our in­ 
dustrial society are ready for 
action — strike action, perhaps, 
on the nation’s 
rails, clocks, 
freight and passenger deep sea 
fleets and in the steel mills 
across the land. 
Within a few weeks members 
of 11 “off-train” unions will be 
free to strike for more wages 
and new intricate working con­ 
ditions. This would pull out 
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450.000 men and paralyze the 
lines like a set of broken toy 
trains. Even if there is no 
stoppage, or only desultory de­ 
lays, trouble on the rails will 
break out again during the first 
year of the new administration 
as the on-train unions launch 
their counter-offensive against 
heavy layoff of firemen. 
This layoff of men is possible 
under the law and a Supreme 
Court decision. But the law 
runs out soon enough and such 
newcomers to the headlines as 
Charles Luna, president of the 
Railroad Trainmen, will insist 
that the men laid off be rehired. 
At that moment there will be 
a head-on collision between the 
brotherhoods and the railroads 
— with the White House in the 
middle. 
And around the corner, on Dec. 
20, there is the moment when 
60.000 longshoremen may walk 
off the piers. There have been 
seven such strikes since 1947 
— the last one costing the ec­ 
onomy about $ 1 billion. 
Should this crisis run into 
the new year — as did the last 
walkout — it will begin blend­ 
ing 
with 
another embryonic 
emergency. The steel workers, 
led 
by their $50,000-a-year 
president, Dave McDonald, are 
preparing for action. No one 
yet knows what the million- 
member United Steelworkers 
leadership will ask. But it will 
be considerable. The rank and 
file want at least as much as 
Walter Reuther won for the 
auto unionists — and more. 
Steel labor is pushing for a 
guaranteed lifetime job, short­ 
er work week, bigger pensions, 
earlier retirement, and hun­ 
dreds of revisions of the local 
working rules. This will not stir 
enthusiasm 
in 
the industry, 
which is prospering for the first 
time in years. There could be 
a strike any time after May 1st. 
And that crisis will soon run 
parallel with a “ sleeper.” Few 
are aware that contracts for 
licensed and unlicensed sea­ 
men, cooks as well as masters 
and mates, covering scores of 
thousands of men who run our 
merchant luxury fleets, expire 
on June 15 on both coasts. 
Could there be a strike which 
would bottle up these fleets? 
“ It might get to be a pretty 
tough moment,” the blond Vik- 
ing-type Paul Hall, president 
of the Seafarers International 
Union, told this column. “ A 
freight, 
passenger 
fleet and 
tanker strike would tie up our 
waterfronts and in a few days 
would force the embargo of con­ 
siderable 
trucking 
and rail 
shipments, too. 
“ It’s fifty-fifty at this point 
that it could happen. If it does, 
it will be a mighty big strike.” 
As crisis tumbles into crisis 
the calls 
for abandonment of 
White House neutrality will be 
loud and clear. It will take a 
m aster strategist to steer » 
middle course.

Next time you bend down to retrieve a fumbled 
coin, you could come up with a mint of trouble 
— the price of your admission to the nation’s 
legion of back pain sufferers. 
Improper bending and lifting is cited by safety 
experts as the chief cause of low back pain 
that disables half-a-m illion U. S. workers a 
year and ranks as a leading cause of lost 
work time. 
And it isn’t always how much you lift, but 
how you lift it that counts, according to producers 
of a new movie on back problem s and how to avoid 
them. 
The color film, titled “ Lifting — Man’s Age 
Old Problem,” was made in cooperation with 
the Upjohn Company after the pharm aceutical 
firm completed a 12-year study of the causes 
of back injuries. 
Apparently no one is immune to back injury, 
whether they’re a mother bending to pick up 
a child’s toy or a burly worker lifting a 50- 
pound crate. In fact, the study revealed that 
the greatest number of low back injuries in­ 
volved lifting IO pounds or less. 
The movie, winner of six national safety film 
awards, traces man’s lifting and back problems 
from primitive to modern tim es and offers 
these precautions: 
1. When you bend from the waist to pick up 
an object, also bend at the knees. 
2. When lifting an object, hold it close to your 
body. This allows you to keep your back straight 
and in balance and places the major strain on 
leg and thigh m uscles, which are stronger than 
your back muscles. 
3. When lifting objects laterally from one spot 
to another, don’t twist your body in the direc- 
n you intend to move because a quick twist 
an strain spinal ligaments. Minimize strain by 
hitting your feet in the direction you are 
m ing. 
4. Don’t lift when your feet are on different 
vels. This causes imbalance and creates added 
train. 
5. Men shouldn’t lift more than 75 pounds or half 
eir weight, whichever is less, and women 
houldn’t lift over 35 pounds without help. 
6. Stay in good physical condition to maintain 
i nuscle flexibility and tone. 
7. Use mechanical aids in lifting whenever 
ossible. 
The film points out that there are many 
causes of back problem s, such as disease, 
tumors, and birth defects. But the majority of 
back troubles result from unsafe acts and can 
be avoided by those with a bent for common

Washington - - Now that C ali­ 
fornia has elected a so n g -an d - 
dance man to the Senate and 
sim ultaneoulsy killed the right 
of its people to see p a y -a s- 
you-go television, it should be 
up to the TV netw orks to im ­ 
prove the quality of th e ir p ro ­ 
g ram s. 
However, the cu rren t re p o rt by 
Sen. Tom Dodd, I> C onn., on 
juvenile delinquency show s that 
som e of the netw orks a re s e rv ­ 
ing just as brazen a crim e 
diet as ever. And since the peo­ 
ple of C alifornia for the first 
tim e in history set a p reced en t 
that individual A m ericans can­ 
not see entertainm ent they pay 
for, it might be well fo r the 
re s t of the country to diagnose 
carefully what it is getting free. 
The Senate Juvenile 
D elin­ 
quency Comm ittee dug into the 
se c re t files of the A m erican 
Broadcasting Company to get 
its inter-office m em os, som e 
of them pertaining 
to 
"T h e 
Untouchables.” This is a show 
originally watched o v er a five- 
y e a r period by 5,500,000 ch il­ 
dren a week. 
H ere is one ABC in ter-o ffice 
mem o describing the blood-and

on the bridge where C olbeck’s 
men will shoot her d ead .” 
— DON’T GET TALKY— 
On one occasion, ABC p ro ­ 


gram people advised ABC p re s­ 
ident Tom Moore that th ere is 
a tendency of recent episodes 
to l>ecome "ta lk y ” and as J 
resu lt much of the action aud 
suspense is lost. M oore then 
w rote producer Quinn M artin: 
" I hope you w ill give c a n ­ 
ful attention to m aintaining this 
action and suspense in future 
episodes.

450.000 men and paralyze the 
lin es like a se t of broken toy 
tra in s.

lays, trouble on the ra ils will 
break out again during the first 
y e a r oi the new adm inistration 
as the o n -tra in unions launch 
th e ir counter-offensive against 
heavy layoff of firem en. 
This layoff of men is possible 
under the law and a Suprem e 
C ourt 
decision. 
But the law 
runs out soon enough and such 
new com ers to the headlines as 
C harles Luna, president of the 
R ailroad T rainm en, will insist 
that the men laid off be rehired. 
At that m om ent there will be 
a head-on collision between the 
brotherhoods and the railro a d s 
- - with the White House in the 
m iddle. 
And around the corner, on Dec. 
20, th ere is the moment when 
60.000 longshorem en may walk 
off the p ie rs. There have been 
seven such strik es since 1947 
- - the la st one costing the ec­ 
onomy about $1 billion. 
Should

crisis 
run into 
the new y e ar — as did the last 
walkout - - it will begin blend­ 
ing 
with 
another em bryonic 
em ergency. The steel w orkers, 
led 
by 
th eir $50,000-a-year 
p resid en t, Dave McDonald, are 
p rep arin g for action. No one 
yet 
knows 
what the m illion- 
m em ber 
United Steelw orkers 
lead e rsh ip will ask. But it will 
be considerable. The rank and 
file want at least as much as 
W alter R euther won 
for the

unionists - - and m ore. 
Steel labor is pushing for a 
guaranteed lifetim e job, sh o rt­

Clamp Trucks Move Cotton 


Washington - Large clamp 
trucks can move cotton bales 
faster and at lower cost than 
tractor • trailer trains often 
used to carry bales long dis­ 
tances to larger warehouses, 
according to a study by mar­ 
keting researchers in the De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
"Clamp trucks that can car­ 
ry 12 to 20 bales are recom­ 
mended by Charles D. Bolt, 
ot USDA's Agricultural Re­ 
search 
Service, 
for ware­ 
houses where bales are trans­ 
ported 1,000 feet or farther. 
To be economical, the trucks 
should be used with 100,000 
bailes or more annually. Be­ 
cause bales are handled at 
least two or more times, the 
tracks would be economical at 
warehouses that store about 
50.000 bales annually. 
Warehouses that store con­ 
siderably fewer bales, or move 
them 
distances 
appreciably 
shorter than 1,000 feet, could 
transport them at lower cost 
by using tractors hitched to 
trains of four or more trailers. 
Each trailer can carry four 
bales. The high initial cost of 
the large clamp trucks makes 
a large volume and long-dis­ 
tance transport necessary for 
economical use of the trucks. 
The clamp trucks can trans­ 
port 100 bales in about a third 
of the time required for trac- 
tor-trailer trains for distances 
of 1,000 feet. This comparison 
includes the time required to 
load and unload bales on the 
trailers, 
or 
to 
assemble 
and disassemble the bales in 
unit loads for the large trucks. 
Two small, 3-bale clamp trucks 
would be used with both the 
large clamp trucks and the 
tractor-trailer trains. 
Handling costs can be re­ 
duced about $3,000 a year if 
100.000 bales are moved 1,000 
feet with a 12-bale clamp truck 
instead of with a tractor-trail­ 
er train. 
Savings are 
even greater 
when large clamp trucks are 
used to transport 150,000 bales 
annually for distances of 1,500 
feet. From about $6,100 to $6,- 
240 could be saved by using 
either a 12-bale or a 16-bale 
truck 
instead of a tractor- 
trailer train. 
Costs would be slightly low­ 
er with the 12-bale truck be­ 
cause its costs are lower than 
hose of the 16-bale truck for 
insurance, taxes, investment, 
lmortizing the initial cost, and 
>ther ownership expenses. 
The design and condition of 
he facilities 
may make it 
tecessary to use trains in­ 
stead of large trucks at some 
Ira rehouses. In such situations, 
eles can be handled at lower 
tost by two than by a single 
-■ ractor-trailer train. 
* About 500 hours can be cut 
h rom handling time when two 
i rains instead of one are used 
ith an annual volume of 150,- 
I 00 bales moved 1,500 feet, 
i Iquipment costs were approxi- 
i lately the same with one or 
I vo trains, but with two trains

Estimated costs and labor re- 
i uirements for the use of large

From time to time, I have 
written about some of the rea­ 
sons for the persistent unem­ 
ployment and slow rate of In­ 
dustrial expansion that plagues 
our country. I now wish to point 
out other factors contributing 
to this unhappy situation. Note­ 
worthy among them is the small 
tax write offs allowed in our 
country compared with those of 
other industrial countries. On 
a machine with an estimated 
life of fifteen years, in the 
United States one may write 
off 35 per cent in the first 
three years as compared with 
63 per cent in Italy, 65 per 
cent in Japan, 72 per cent in 
Sweden and 75 per cent in 
Britain. 
In the United States, taxes on 
consumption (sales taxes) are 
low while taxes on income are 
very high. In Europe, just the 
opposite is true. Europe and 
Japan encourage capital forma­ 
tion, which supplies more jobs 
for workers, by low income 
taxes, while the United States 
discourages and penalizes capi­ 
tal formation by high income 
and capital gains taxation. This 
strikes directly at industrial 
expansion 
and means fewer 
jobs. It Is undoubtedly one of 
the major reasons for unem­ 
ployment in our country as 
compared with labor shortages 
in other industrial countries. 
Europe’s tax policy encourages 
risk taking and investment while 
our policy discourages and 
penalizes the bold entrepre­ 
neur. 
Other industrial countries are 
reinvesting from 15 to 24 per 
cent of their total spending in 
new 
plants 
and equipment 
against a substantially less 12 
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per cent In the united States. 
In Europe and Japan, labor 
unions have restrained their 
demands for higher wages and 
have, therefore, enabled in­ 
dustry to remain competitive. 
In 
our country unrestrained 
labor 
union 
demands 
have 
forced unit costs higher and 
higher making it impossible for 
our Industry to compete on 
many products. 
On the whole in most industrial 
countries government cooper­ 
ates with industry while our 
government maintains a hostile 
attitude toward many of our 
leading industries. 
In most other industrial coun- 
j tries, profit is regarded as not 
only legitimate but essential, 
whereas in our country there 
is still a disposition to regard 
profit as something very ques­ 
tionable, In fact undesirable and 
even 
shameful. 
While the 
volume of business has ex­ 
panded, wage costs have not 
only kept profits from rising 
but have actually resulted in 
greatly reduced real profits. 
A careful study of these facts 
will make entirely clear why 


our country is being out-pro- 
duced, is expanding very slowly 
and struggles continually yrith 
the problem of unemployment.

The patients have undergone a 
total of 30 home hemodialyses, 
the process 
of 
cleansing the 
blood of waste products, and the 
results 
were 
comparable to 
those carried out in the hos­ 
pital, the authors said. 
Although the patients were not 
com pletely rehabilitated, they 
w ere able to work six hours a 
day between dialyses, it was 
reported. 
Dialyses were perform ed once 
a week 
at home and once a 
week in the hospital after an 
initial period of hospitalization 
during which the patient’s con­ 
dition 
was 
stabilized. Home 
treatm ent is suitable for ambul­ 
atory patients capable of em ­ 
ployment but not for the acutely 
ill, it was pointed out. 
One patient had been treated 
for nine months during which 
17 dialyses were perform ed in 
the home. The second patient 
had 
been 
treated 
for 
four 
months and undergone 10 home 
dialyses. The third patient had 
been treated for three months 
with three dialyses in the home. 
Each dialyses, using the twin- 
coil artificial 
kidney, 
lasted 
four to six hours. 
The estim ated costofthetw in- 
coil kidney machine and neces­ 
sary equipment for home dial­ 
yses would be about $2,000, ac­ 
cording to the authors. The cost 
per dialysis would be $85, not 
including professional fees for 
the physician, who would check 
the patient before each dialysis, 
and for a private duty nurse, 
who would monitor the proce­ 
dure. 
The cost oi maintaining eight 
patients through use of the a rti­ 
ficial kidney has been estim ated 
at $10,000 per patient per year 
at the chronic dialysis center 
in Seattle, it was pointed out. 
However, the development and 
m arketing of a slngle-coil dis­ 
posable unit for the artificial 
kidney at one-half the price of 
the twin-coil would reduce the 
annual expense to about $5,500, 
the authors said.

One way to implement such a 
program might be a mobile unit, 
in which two or three patients 
could lie treated at one time and

States, 2,000 patients 
who annually die of chronic 
kidney failure 
might survive 
with use of the artificial kid­ 
ney, the authors added. 
It has been adequately proven 
that for some patients with 
chronic kidney failure in whom 
conservative treatm ent is ade­ 
quate, useful existence may be 
maintained for significant per­ 
iods ol time by the use of the 
artificial kidney, they said.

Can Airplane Sombers Be Stopped’n

before pilots and official ob­ 
servers. 
The system works by using 
electric and magnetic waves 
— beamed for a fraction of a 
s e c o n d— to burn out the 
wires 
connecting 
a bom bs 
prim er cap to its batteries. 
thus setting off the bomb. Al­ 
though the rays have been 
proved harmless to luggage 
or 
its 
contents, 
including 
watches, radios and electric 
razors, they also set off flash­ 
bulbs. 
According to the Chromal- 
loy Corp., the manufacturer, 
there have been at least 15 
incidents involving b o m b s 
and airliners a r o u n d the 
world since 1949. killing 233 
persons. 
The FAA, however, puts 
the figure at 191 deaths in 
17 known bombings since the 
first one occurred in 1933. 
Whatever the true number. 
which can never be known, 
t h e r e were also — by FBI 
count— 700 bomb hoaxes in 
the less than three years be­ 
tween September 1957 and 
March 1960.

Artificial Kidney In Home 
Feasible, Less Costly 


Rome use of the artificial kid­ 
ney machine today was term ed 
“ technically 
feasible 
where 
suitable domestic facilities ex­ 
is t." 
In addition to the greater con­ 
venience offered the patient, in- 
the-hom e treatm ent also is less 
costly than when It is perform ed 
in an artificial kidney center, 
according to a report in the 
Journal of the American Med­ 
ical Association. 
Use of the artificial kidney 
in the homes of three patients 
was described by J. P. M errill, 
M.D., E. Schupak, 
M.D., E. 
Cameron, R.N., and C .L . Ham­ 
pers, M.D., Boston. 
The patients have undergone a 
total of 30 home hem odialyses, 
the process 
of 
cleansing the 
blood of waste products, and the 
results 
were 
com parable to 
those carried out in the hos­ 
pital, the authors said. 
Although the patients were not 
completely rehabilitated, they 
w ere able to work six hours a 
day between dialyses, it was 
reported. 
Dialyses were perform ed once 
a week 
at home and once a 
week in the hospital after an 
initial period of hospitalization 
during which the patient’s con­ 
dition 
was 
stabilized. Home 
treatm ent is suitable for ambul­ 
atory patients capable of em ­ 
ployment but not for the acutely 
ill, it was pointed out. 
One patient had been treated 
for nine months during which 
17 dialyses wore perform ed in 
the home. The second patient 
had 
been 
treated 
for 
four 
months and undergone IO home 
dialyses. The third patient had 
been treated for three months 
with three dialyses in the home. 
Each dialyses, using the twin­ 
coil artificial 
kidney, 
lasted 
four to six hours. 
The estim ated cost of the tv,un­ 
coil kidney machine and neces­ 
sary equipment for home dial­ 
yses would be about $2,000, ac­ 
cording to the authors. The cost 
per dialysis would be $89, not 
including professional fees for 
the physician, who would check 
the patient before each dialysis, 
and for a private duty nurse, 
who would monitor the proce­ 
dure. 
The cost oi maintaining eight 
patients through use of the a rti­ 
ficial kidney has been estim ated 
at $10,000 per patient per year 
at the chronic dialysis center 
in Seattle, it was pointed out. 
However, the development and 
marketing of a single-coil dis­ 
posable unit for the artificial 
kidney at one-half the price of 
the twin-coil would reduce the 
annual expense to about $5,500, 
the authors said. This product 
is expected to be available in 
the next few months. 
To make a program of home 
dialysis a “ practical endeavor” 


requires 
im provem ents, 
the 
authors 
concluded. 
Nursing 
personnel must be made avail­ 
able or nonprofessional person­ 
nel trained to monitor the pro­ 
cedure, they said, and the co­ 
ordination of the cost of this 
kind of care with present med­ 
ical Insurance plans must be at­ 
tempted. 
One way to implement such a 
program might be a mobile unit, 
In which two or three patients 
could be treated at one tim e and 
which 
could move from com­ 
munity to community with a 
full-time experienced team , the 
authors suggested, 
It is estim ated that in the 
United 
States, 2,000 patients 
who annually die of chronic 
kidney failure 
might survive 
with use of the artificial kid­ 
ney, the authors added. 
It has been adequately proven 
that for some patients with 
chronic kidney failure In whom 
conservative treatm ent is ade­ 
quate, useful existence may be 
maintained for significant per­ 
iods of time by the use of the 
artificial kidney, they said. 
It is anticipated that this tech­ 
nique will IX! used to maintain 
patients until transplant.ition of 
a human 
kidney 
can be i">r- 
formed, they added.

The Right 
To Choose 


If there is any truth in the old 
saw that fam iliarity breeds con­ 
tem pt, then we have a possible 
explanation why advertising has 
m ore critics than perhaps any 
other industry. 
A dvertising is 
m ore visible 
in our daily lives than any other 
single 
phenomenon 
of 
our 
society. We wake up to a radio 
com m ercial, read a newspaper 
ad on the way to work, glance at 
a billboard as we go to lunch, 
look at an ad-laced magazine on 
our way home, check the ads 
that came in the day’s m ail,and 
vatch com m ercials during our 
evening TV viewing. One study 
estim ates that the average man 
is exposed to more than 1,500 
advertising im pressions a day. 
By its very nature, advertising 
clam ors for our attention, so 
that we are more aw are of it 
than we ~re of clothing manu­ 
facturing 
for exam ple, 
even 
though thct industry’s products 
are as d o se to us as our skin. 
Little wonder, then, that ad­ 
vertising attracts critics 
in 
num bers 
and 
vociferousness 
beyond what tl.e facts justify. 
Out 
of 
some 20,000,000 pub­ 
lished ads a year, and 100,000, 
000 radio and TV com m ercials, 
we can expect a few question­ 
able 
ones 
in this im perfect 
world of ours. 
Indeed, 
the surprising thing 
is how few bad apples there are 
in the ad barrel. Of n ore than 
1,000,000 ads examined by the 
Federal 
Trade 
Com mission, 
only 3 per cent even required 
further study. This speaks well 
for the industry. 
But if we find advertising a 
ready target when it makes a 
m istake, too often we overlook 
its positive contributions to our 
economy, our culture, and our 
free way of life. 
What is it that distinguishes 
the American economy from 
others? 
The chicken-and-egg 
combination of m ass production 
and m ass marketing. 
We may 
not know which came first, but 
we do know that one cannot 
exist without the other, and that 
advertising is the sine qua non 
of m ass marketing. 
A dvertising makes 
possible 
volume 
sales, 
which enable 
m anufacturers to take a very 
sm all profit m argin per 
unit 
and 
still operate th eir busi­ 
nesses successfully. 
Without 
advertising, 
the 
consum er 
would, in many cases, have to 
pay higher prices. 
This is contrary to the folk­ 
lore of the econom ically illit­ 
erate, who cite the economically 
erate, who cite the “ huge” $12 
bill ion-a-year 
advertising 
budget of Anerican business as 
if it w ere something taken away 
from the consum ers. 
Simple 
division will show that if this 
expenditure were instead re ­ 
bated to consum ers, it 
would 
amount to the “ magnificent” 
sum of $66 each over a year’s 
period. 
In 
practice, 
however, 
this 
would be a green m irage. Lack­ 
ing the ignition of advertising, 
our economic engine would run 
at a slower pace if it didn’t 
stall out altogether. 
Some of 
us would lose income, or jobs, 
valued at many tim es $66. And 
we would pay more for pro<hicts 
as volume dropped. 


We would lose other values 
in addition to the economic ones 
in a world without advertising. 
The magazine you are now read ­ 
ing, exem plifies some of those 
values. 
Advertising revenue 
makes it possible for the pub­ 
lish ers to bring you the cul­ 
tural satisfactions of its editor­ 
ial content, without charging a 
prohibitive subscription price. 
It perform s a sim ilar function 
in the case of newspapers, and 
underw rites the entire cost of 
your radio and TV entertain­ 
ment and information. 
And the most sophisticated 
read er of SR will, I am sure, 
adm it that he finds personally 
enjoyable and useful its book 
and record advertising. 
In 
broader perspective, advertis­ 
ing 
by 
book 
publishers and 
record 
m anufacturers 
can 
claim a significant share 
of 
credit for the cultural ren ais­ 
sance 
taking 
place 
in 
this 
country. 
Book sales are twice 


the 1955 total. A record manu­ 
facturer cites an 80 per cent 
increase in sales of classical 
discs within a recent one-year 
period. 
Advertising can also be an im ­ 
portant vehicle of free speech. 
In many one-newspaper towns, 
the publisher considers it his 
responsibility to keep the news 
columns open to all points of 
view. 
But in som e instances 
paid 
advertising 
is the best 
means of stating a position or 
expressing a viewpoint, and it 
is often fortunate for democracy 
that this channel is available. 
You will find this especially 
prevalent during political cam ­ 
paigns. 
If the enem ies of advertising 
should concede its economic 
and social benefits, it is equally 
incumbent on its friends 
to 
concede and try to correct its 
occasional lapses. 
There is still too much offen­ 
sive and m isleading advertis­ 
ing, and any amount of 
such 
advertising is too much. 
But 
it is reassuring that the ad­ 
vertising industry itself sub­ 
jects such operations to a heavy 
and continuing barrage of c riti­ 
cism . 
The advertising man who does 
his job properly is perform ing 
a public service, and can 
be 
proud of his contribution to the 
national economy. Advertising 
is an essential mechanism for 
moving goods in any modern 
industrial society—even 
the 
Soviets are spending tens 
of 
m illions of dollars, or, rather, 
their equivalent in rubles, for 
advertising. 
As Soviet econo­ 
m ist S. V. Serebriakov puts it, 
“ The 
gradual 
widening of 
knowledge 
of 
buyers 
al>out 
goods by means of well-supplied 
advertising renders a positive 
influence on the simplification 
of m erchandising.” 
If 
advertising is necessary 
even in an economy where the 
state is 
suprem e, how much 
m ore vital is it to our system, 
where the consum er is king! 
Advertising widens the average 
m an’s 
freedom 
of 
choice, 
recognized as a basic ingre­ 
dient of democracy when we 
vote at the polling booth, but 
not always seen in that light 
when 
we vote at the 
cash 
register. 
Advertising 
gives 
Mr. and 
Mrs. America the opportunity 
to choose more intelligently 
how to allocate their rising in­ 
come. 
It puts before them a 
choice not only among break­ 
fast cereals, but a rich selec­ 
tion of nourishm ent for the 
spirit. 
Thanks in large part 
to advertising, the world’s great 
Ixioks, good m usic, and even fine 
looks, good 
m usic, and even 
fine original works of a rt now 
exert their enriching influence 
on the lives of m illions 
of 
A m ericans, not just in 
a few 
m etropolitan areas, but in the 
sm allest ham lets of our land. 
Yes, advertising, more often 
than not, has been a powerful 
force for loth m aterial 
and 
spiritual good in this country. 
Properly 
understood 
and 
properlv applied, it can play an 
even greater role in enlarging 
our horizons in the decades 
ahead.

Vanishing 
Constitution 


By David Lawrence 
Only 175 years after our fore­ 
fathers ordained the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States, the 
document has largely fallen in­ 
to disuse. Some of the clauses 
that still rem ain in operation 
are being given an interpreta­ 
tion stretched far beyond their 
original meaning. We see an 
increasing power being ex er­ 
cised by the judiciary over the 
other branches of the Federal 
Government as the rights of 
the sovereign States are grad­ 
ually being extinguished. 
One hundred and seventy-five 
years is a relatively brief span 
in world history, and few re­ 
publics have been able to main­ 
tain for even as long as two 
centuries their original pattern 
of a dem ocratic system . 
The United States has the la r­ 
gest population that has ever 
lived under a republican form of 
government. But the safeguards 
of democracy are being rapidly 
demolished, and our system of 
government is being invaded to­ 
day by the same deceptive Tro­ 
jan horses that the governments 
oi yesteryears encountered in 
those fateful periods when the 
doctrine that “ the end justifies 
the means” became the political 
gospel of the day. 
Our 
w ritten 
Constitution, 
established in 1789 and amended 
in the intervening years to meet 
changing conditions, is lieing 
deliberately disregarded, and 


the doctrine of conformity by 
coercion is being espoused not 
only by our so-called Intellect­ 
ual groups but by vote-see king 
politicians 
in 
our 
“ great 
society.” 
The words of the Constitution, 
of course, explicitly specify 
that rights granted to the peo­ 
ple cannot be taken away and 
that they can be surrendered 
only by the votes of the people 
themselves — through the ac­ 
tion of two thirds of both houses 
of Congress, and the ratification 
of three fourths of the State 
legislatures. 
This method of effecting 
a 
change in the Constitution is 
som etim es called 
a cum ber­ 
some process, 
but the pro­ 
cedure for amending was pur­ 
posely made slowmoving so as 
better to protect the minority 
and save it from the intoler­ 
ance of the 
m ajority. If we 
are to tie governed by an un­ 
written constitution, the p ar­ 
liamentary formula of Canada 
or Great Britain has in it much 
to be commended. But as long 
as we pay homage to a written 
Constitution, 
we are in duty 
bound to abide by it until such 
time as it is amended or a 
substitute 
is 
adopted by the 
process prescribed in the o ri­ 
ginal 
compact 
between the 
States. 
We can hardly believe our 
eyes, however, as we re-re ad 
the provisions of the Constitu­ 
tion that have been torn to 
shreds by the autocratic ac­ 
tion of a judicial oligarchy. 
Here, for instance, are 
the 
exact words of two amend­ 
ments included in the “ Bill 
of Rights,” adopted in 1791; 
“ Article IX: 
The enum era­ 
tion in the Constitution, of ce r­ 
tain rights, shall not be con­ 
strued to deny or disparage 
others retained by the people. 
“ Article X: The powers not 
delegated to the United States 
by the Constitution, nor pro­ 
hibited by it to the States, are 
reserved to the States respec­ 
tively, or to the people.” 
The words “ United States” 
mean the Federal Government. 
Since it is stipulated that only 
the powers 
specifically dele­ 
gated to the Federal Govern­ 
ment by the Constitution can 
1x3 exercised by the executive, 
legislative or judicial branches 
of the 
United States Govern­ 
ment, an attem pt to usurp any 
other rights not so granted is 
a plain violation of both the 
letter and the spirit of the 
Constitution. 
Yet today we see the Supreme 
Court telling the States how they 
shall constitute the upper and 
lower houses of their legisla­ 
tures, how the public schools 
in States, counties and cities 
shall lie operated, what taxes 
shall 
be 
levied, 
and 
how 
powers of local police to deal

with violence and trespass must 
be curtailed whenever a dis­ 
orderly “ dem onstration” or a 
“ sit-in ” is ruled to be m ere 
“ freedom of expression” .

If, 
however, the phrase “ inter­ 
state com m erce” is to be ap­ 
plied arbitrarily to regulate 
the entire economic and social 
life of the nation, the Constitu­ 
tion vanishes. 
We are witnessing, m oreover, 
the impairment of the rights of 
the States to maintain order. 
For instance, to prevent or quell 
local 
disturbances, 
federal 
troops have recently been sent 
into two States--without the re­ 
quest or the consent of the 
Governors or the legislatures, 
as is required by the Constitu­ 
tion. 
The Constitution, as the pro­ 
tector of the rights of the States 
and of the people, is thus being 
eroded. 
Usurpation has been 
passively accepted. The only 
question now is whether public 
opinion can be aroused and 
will act in tim e. For our w rit­ 
ten Constitution — as the bul­ 
wark of human rights under a 
republican form of government 
—is rapidly vanishing. 


Early in 1950, the CIO’s Eth­ 
ical Practices Committee held 
hearings at CIO headquarters 
in Washington, which adjoined 
the alley behind Blair House.

The Right 
To Choose 


If there is am truth In the old 
saw that familiarity breeds con­ 
tem pt. then we have a possible 
explanation why advertising has 
m ore critics than perhaps any 
o th er industry. 
A d v ertise e is 
m ore visible 
in our da lh lives than any other 
single 
phenomenon 
of 
our 
society. We wake up to 1 radio 
com m ercial, read a new spaper 
ad on the wav to work, glance at 
a billboard as we go to lunch, 
look at an ad-laced m agazine on 
our wav home, check the ads 
that came in the day’s mail, and 
catch com m ercials during our 
evening TV viewing. One study 
e stim ates that the average man 
is exposed to more than l,f>00 
advt rtising im pressions a day. 
Bx b s very nature, advertising 
clam o rs for our attention, so 
that we arc more aw are of It 
than we 
re of clothing m anu­ 
facturing 
for example, 
even 
though that industry's products 
a re as d o s e to us as o ur skin. 
Little vvond r, then, that ad- 
.ertisii,: 
attracts c ritic s 
in 
numl>ers 
and 
vociferousness 
I 
yond what the facts justify. 
Out 
of 
some 20,000,000 pub­ 
lished ads a 
ear, and 100,000, 
OOO radio and TV c o m m ercials, 
we can expect a few question­ 
able 
ones 
in this 
im perfect 
world of ours. 
Indeed, 
the surprising thing 
is how few bad apples there are 
in the ad barrel. Of n o re than 
1,000,000 ads examined by the 
fe d e ra l 
Trade 
C om m ission, 
only 3 lier cent even required 
fu rth er study. This siieaks well 
for the industry. 
But if we find advertising a 
read; target when it m akes a 
m ist 'ke, too often we overlook 
its positive contributions to our 
economy, our culture, and our 
free wav of life. 
What is it that distinguishes 
the 
American economy from 
o thers? 
The chieken-and-egg 
combination of m ass production 
and m ass marketing. 
We may 
not know which came first, but 
we 
do know that one cannot 
exist without the other, and that 
advertising is the sine qua non 
of m ass marketing. 
Advertising makes 
possible 
volume 
sales, 
which enable 
m anufacturers to take a very 
sm all profit m argin p e r 
unit 
and 
still 
operate th eir b u si­ 
n esse s successfully. 
Without 
advertising, 
the 
consum er 
would, in many cases, have to 
pay higher prices. 
This is contrary to the folk­ 
lo re of the economically illit­ 
e ra te , who cite the economically 
erate, who cite the “ huge” $12 
billion -a-y ear 
advertising 
budget of Aneriean b u sin ess as 
ii it were something taken away 
from the consum ers. 
Simple 
division will show that if this 
expenditure were instead r e ­ 
bated to consum ers, it 
would 
amount 
to the “ magnificent” 
sum of SGG each over a yea r’s 
period. 
In 
practice, 
however, 
this 
would lie a green m irage. L ack­ 
ing the ignition of advertising, 
our economic engine would run 
at a slower pace if it didn't 
stall out altogether. 
Some of 
us would lose income, o r jobs, 
valued at many tim es $G6. And 
we would pav more for products 
as volume dropped. 


We would lose other values 
in addition to the economic ones 
in a world without advertising. 
The magazine you a re now re a d ­ 
ing, exemplifies some of those 
values. 
Advertising revenue 
m akes it possible for the pub­ 
lish e rs to bring you the cul­ 
tural satisfactions of its e d ito r­ 
ial content, without charging a 
prohibitive subscription price. 
It perfo rm s a sim ilar function 
in the case of new spapers, and 
underw rites the entire cost of 
your radio and TV e n te rtain ­ 
ment and information. 
And 
the 
most 
sophisticated 
re a d e r of SR will, I am sure, 
adm it that he finds personally 
enjoyable and useful its liook 
and record advertising.

In many one-new spaper towns, 
tile publisher con sid ers it his 
responsibility to keep the news 
columns open to all points of 
view. 
But tn som e instances 
paid 
advertising 
is the l>est 
means of stating a position or 
expressing a viewpoint, and it 
is often fortunate for dem ocracy 
that this channel is available. 
You 
will find this especially 
prevalent during politic al c a m ­ 
paigns. 
lf the enem ies of advertising 
should concede 
its economic 
anil social lienefits, it is equally 
incumbent on its friends 
to 
concede and try to co rrect its 
occ asional lapses. 
There is still too much offen­ 
sive and m isleading a d v e rtis­ 
ing, and any amount of 
such 
advertising is too much. 
But 
it is reassuring 
that tile ad ­ 
vertising industry itself sub­ 
jects such operations toa heavy 
anti continuing b a rra g e of c r iti­ 
cism. 
The advertising man who does 
his job properly is jierforming 
a public serv ice , and can 
be 
proud of his contribution fo the 
national economy. Advertising 
is an essential m echanism for 
moving goods in any modern 
industrial 
so c iety --ev en 
the 
Soviets a re spending tens 
of 
millions of d o lla rs, o r, rather, 
their equivalent in rubles, for 
advertising. 
As Soviet econo­ 
mist S. V. SerebrLikov puts it, 
“ The 
gradual 
widening 
of 
knowledge 
of 
b uyers 
alout 
goods by m ean so f well-supplied 
advertising re n d e rs a positive 
influence on the simplification 
of m erchandising.” 
If 
advertising 
is n ecessary 
even in an economy where the 
state is 
sup rem e, how much 
m ore vital is it to our system, 
where the consum er is king! 
Advertising widens the average 
m an’s 
freedom 
of 
choice, 
recognized as a basic ingre­ 
dient of dem ocracy when we 
vote at the polling booth, but 
not always seen in that light 
when 
we vote at the 
cash 
register. 
Advertising 
gives 
Mr. and 
Mrs. Am erica the opportunity 
to 
choose 
m ore 
intelligently 
how to allocate their rising in­ 
com e. 
It puts before them 
a 
choice not only among break­ 
fast cereals, but a rich se le c­ 
tion of nourishm ent 
for the 
spirit. 
Thanks in large part 
to advertising, the w orld’s great 
l>ooks, good music, and even fine 
books, good 
m usic, and even 
fine original w orks of a rt now 
exert their enriching influence 
on the lives of m illions 
of 
Am ericans, not just in 
a few- 
metropolitan a re a s , but in the 
sm allest ham lets of our land. 
Yes, advertising, m ore often

Senate Chanqes 
Vanishing 
Constitution 


By David Lawrence 
Only 175 y e ars after our fore­ 
fathers ordained the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States, the 
document has largely fallen in­ 
to disuse. Some of the clauses 
that still rem ain in operation 
a re being given an interpreta­ 
tion stretched far beyond their 
original meaning. We see an 
increasing power being exer­ 
cised by the Judiciary over the 
other branches of the Federal 
Government 
as the rights oi 
the sovereign States a re grad­ 
ually being extinguished. 
One hundred and seventy-five 
y ears is a relatively brief span 
in world history, and few re­ 
publics have been able to main­ 
tain for even as long as two 
centuries their original pattern 
of a dem ocratic system . 
Tho United States has the la r­ 
gest 
population that has ever 
lived under a republican form of 
government. But the safeguards 
of dem ocracy a re being rapidly 
demolished, and our system of 
government is being invaded to­ 
day by the sam e deceptive T ro­ 
jan ho rses that the governments 
of y este ry ears encountered in 
those fateful periods when the 
doctrine that “ the end justifies 
the m eans” became the political 
gospel of the day. 
Our 
w ritten 
Constitution, 
established in 1789 and amended 
in the intervening years to meet 
changing conditions, is tieing 
deliberately 
disregarded, and 


the doctrine of conformity by 
coercion is being espoused not 
only by our so-called Intellect­ 
ual groups but by vote-sec king 
politicians 
in 
our 
“ great 
society.” 
The words of the Constitution, 
of 
course, 
explicitly 
specify 
that rights granted to the peo­ 
ple cannot be taken away and 
that they can be su rren d ered 
only by the votes of the people 
them selves - - through the ac­ 
tion of two thirds of both houses 
of C ongress, and the ratification 
ol three fourths of the State 
legislatures. 
This method of ('fleeting 
a 
change in the Constitution Is 
som etim es called 
a cu m ber- 
som e process, 
but the pro­ 
cedure for amending was p ur­ 
posely made slowmoving so as 
better to protect the minority 
and s.ive it lrom the intoler­ 
ance of the 
majority. It we 
are to be governed by an un­ 
written constitution, the p a r­ 
liamentary formula of Canada 
o r Great Britain has in it much 
to be commended. But as long 
as we pay homage to a w ritten 
Constitution, 
we 
a re In duty 
bound to abide by it until such 
time 
as it is amended or a 
substitute 
is 
adopted by the 
process prescrib ed in the o ri­ 
ginal 
compact 
between 
the 
States. 
We 
can 
hardly believe our 
eyes, however, as we re -re a d 
the provisions ot the Constitu­ 
tion 
that 
have 
lieen 
torn to 
shreds by the autocratic ac­ 
tion of a 
judicial oligarchy. 
Here, for instance, are 
the 
exact 
words 
of two amend­ 
ments 
included 
in 
the “ Bill 
of Rights,” adopted in 1791: 
“ Article 
IX: 
The enum era­ 
tion in the Constitution, of c e r­ 
tain rights, shall not be con­ 
strued to 
deny o r disparage 
others retained by the people. 
“ Article X: The powers not 
delegated to the United States 
by the Constitution, nor pro­ 
hibited by it to the States, are 
reserved to the States resp ec­ 
tively, o r to the people.” 
The 
words 
“ United S tates” 
mean the Federal Government. 
Since it is stipulated that only 
the powers 
specifically dele­ 
gated to the F ederal Govern­ 
ment by the Constitution can 
lie exercised by the executive, 
legislative o r judicial branches 
of the 
United States Govern­ 
ment, an attempt to usurp any 
other rights not so granted is 
a plain violation of both the 
letter 
and the 
spirit of the 
Constitution. 
Yet today we see the Supreme 
Court telling the States how they 
shall constitute the upper and 
lower houses of their legisla­ 
tures, how the public schools 
in States, counties and cities 
shall lie operated, what taxes 
shall 
be 
levied, 
and 
how 
powers of local police to deal

W e hear a lot these days about 
how much progress the Unit­ 
ed States is making in the Cold 
War. So much progress, in fact, 
that we hardly *ver hear of 
“the 
Cold 
W ar' itself 
any 
more. Instead, nowadays we 
talk about “the International 
Picture.” 
We’re told the International 
Picture has brightened consid­ 
erably. We’re told to look at 
the Russia-Red China split. At 
the “breakup” of the Commu­ 
nist empire in East Europe. 
The Test-Ban Treaty. The new 
“independent” nations in Af­ 
rica. The Alliance for Progress. 
And we’re told it all looks pret­ 
ty rosy. As long as you don’t 
look too closely. 
Is the Cold War really obso­ 
lete? Is the International Pic­ 
ture that much brighter? Are 
we making progress? 
Well, let’s see. Let's look back 
over a ten-year time span and 
3ee where we stood. Then let’s 
judge which way we’re headed. 
A decade ago, Stalin had been 
dead less than two years. Ma­ 
lenkov was premier, Khrush­ 
chev just vice-premier. Not 
much talk of a Russian-Chinese 
split then. Nor of any “indepen­ 
dence” among the Communist 
satellites. 
And no wonder. In the West 
the Communists faced a strong 
and unified NATO; in the East, 
a newly-born SEATO. They 
faced 
impressive U.S. 
mili­ 
tary strength, and U1S. deter­ 
mination to use it if we had to. 
Today, NATO is torn with 
souabbles among its members, 
who are understandably nerv­ 
ous about our talk of an “Ac­ 
commodation” with Soviet Rus­ 
sia.

SEATO fares no better. We 
stumble about in South Viet­ 
nam, and Thailand uneasily 
edges toward neutralism.
